Washington, Aug. 23—The state department 


this morning made public the following: 


"Memorandum in response to the Chinese min- 


ister's communication and cablegrams from Viceroy 
Earl Li Hung Chang, August 19 and 21, proposing 
immediate cessation of hostilities and the appoint- 
ment ot an envoy to conduct negotiations received 
bv the department of state August 20 and 21. 


"While the condition set forth in the memo- 


randum delivered to the Chinese minister, August 
12, has not been fulfi'led, the powers having been 
compelled to rescue the ministers by force of arms 
unaided by the Chinese government, still this gov- 
ernment is ready to welcome any overtures for 
peace and to invite, the other powers to join, when 
security is established in the Chinese capital and 
the Chinese government shows its -ability and will- 
ingness to make on its part an effective suspension of 
hostilities there and elsewhere in China. 


• "When this is done (and we hope it will be 


done promptly) the United States will be prepared 
to appoint a representative to join with representa- 
tives of other similarly interested powers and an 
authoritative responsible government of the Chinese 
empire to attain the ends declared in our circular to 
the powers, of July 3, 1900.

PROPERTY LOSS IS 


A 


Nothing Would Convince the 
Mob That the Negro Ra- 
visher Was Not Detained 
in the Public Buildings 


Akron, Ohio, August 23—As a result 


of last night's riot two persons are 
dead, two will die and 16 others are 
m'ore or less injured and ifelly a mil- 
lion dollars worth of property has gone 
up in smoke. 


The city hall is totally destroyed. 


The Columbian building', which, ad- 
joined the city hall, is a heap of ashes 
and several smaller frame buildings in 
the vicinity are in ruins. The destruc- 
tion was wrought by a wild mob which 
held possession of the city from dark 
last night until dawn this morning. 


It Is estimated the mob was composed 


of not less than 1500 men. 


Throughout yesterday afternoon there 


were omnlous mutterings of the gath- 
eiing storm which gcew more and more 
pronu'onced as- night approached. 


The authorities did everything1 in 


their j. ^wer to quiet public opinion, 
but. despite their efforts an immense 
crbwd gathered around the jail where 
Louis Peck, the alleged negro rapist 
was confined, and soon the 
cry of 


"Lynch the niggerT was on every 
tongue. 


Meantime the authorities quietly re- 


moved Peck and another negro pris- 
oner from the jail and sent them to 
Cleveland in the custody of two deputy 
sheriffs. 


The mob, however, would not believe 


the men they sought had been taken 
away. 


The fury of the rioters grew apace, 


Anally culminating in an assault, short- 
ly after midnight, on the court house 
and later on the city hall. 
Immense charges of dynamite were 
placed under the city and county build- 
ings and then to complete their work 
the mob applied the torch. 


Akron's streets today present a, de- 


cidedly warlike appearance. 
Soldiers 


are marching to and fro with belts 
filled with cartridges. Mayor Toung 
said this morning: 


"We did everything we 
could, but 


nothing- would satisfy the m'ob. Two 
committees searched the building from 
cellar to garret and reported that Peck 
had not been found, but the mob would 
not take their word. Newspaper dis- 
patches from Cleveland stating that 
Pelbk was in jail there were read, but 
all were hooted down by 
the m'ob. 


Then the assault on the building began. 
We resisted as long as we could. I 
feel we did right, as we could not per- 
mit the building to be sacked. I sup- 
pose the, mob released 8 or 10 male 
prisoners in the city jail. I don't know 
who they were or what has become of 
them." 


Akron, Ohio, August 23—Thousands 


came to this city this morning to see 
the ruins of the city buildings destroy- 
ed by the mobs last night in a search 
for Louis Peck the, negro rapist. 


The city hall was totally ruined by 


dynamite and fire. All the records of 
the city cleric and city engineer were 
destroyed. 


The engineer records alone were 


valued at half a million.

Ohio Militia Called Out to Quell a Serious 


Disturbance at Akron, 
City Prison 


and Building Reduced to Ruins 


FITCOBURG ENGINEER 


WAS KILIED 


Columbus, O.. Aug. 23.—Governor Nash 


has received the following appeal from 
the mayor of Akron to quell the riot In 
that city: 


"Akron, O-, Aug. 23, 12:60 a. m. 


"To His Excellency, Governor Nash, 


Columbus—Serious riot City building 
attacked by a mob of several thousand. 
Thre* or four people killed, eight or 10 
frsrlously woundled. Have ordered out 
both local companies. They are unaJblfe 
to cope with the situation. Please 
sanction what I have done by wire and 
order on* or two companies either from 
Cleveland or Canton to come U> Akron 
at once. Call me by telephone. If you 
desire further Information, wire me at 
once. 
W. E. Young, Mayor." 


Governor Nash came to the executive 


chamber In the capital at 1:30 a, m. an»i 
Immediately took steps to furnish the 
Akron authorities a&Blstance. Colonel 
Potter of the Fourth Ohio, which is now 
in camp at Minerva park, near this city, 
was ordered to hold his. regiment in 
readiness to move on short notice, while 
the colonel himself was summoned to a 
conference with the governor. 


The riot was precipitated because of 


a determined effort to lynch Louis P«ck, 
a negro, accused of an attempt to ate- | 
Bault the 6-year-old daughter of Theo- 
dore Haas. 
As a result a number of 


people have already been killed and In- 
jured. 
So far as known the dead'and in- 


jured are: 
Olen Wade, aged 10, shot 


through the heart; John M. Davidson's 
4-year-old child, shot dead In a baby 
cab. 
Fred V. Orwlck, aged 25, ia badly 


wounded with buckshot and Ifl now dy- 
ing. 
A man named Mull was shot ta the 


head, and also in one #f his legs. 
An- 


other man. whose name could not be 
learned, was shot in the leg. 
It Is also 


said that several police officers ira 
wounded. 


On Monday night Louis Peck ottered 


to give Christina Maas a ride in his 
buggy. Christina, accepted the invita- 
tion, and a few hours la,ter she was found 
•n the Bide of a road west of the city. 


Officers had been searching for him 


since Monday night and he was arrested 
at the Union depot as he stepped from a 
train. In the police court Wednesday | 
be was bound, over to the common pleas 
court. His bail was placed at JBOOO. 
, 


The story of his confession spread 


through the- city. Large crowds gath- 
ered about the city prison last nig.ht at 
7:30 o'clock arwj forced'fn the doors. To 
satisfy the mob the officers smggested 
tha.t a committee of six be appointed to 
search all the cells and go through every 
part of the building. This was done, and 
as the negro was not found a yell waa 
made, "Now for the county Jail." "Give 
us the nigger and we will deal with him." 


A mad rush followed, for the Jail and 


Boon the Jail was. in the hands of tha 
mob. 
After going through the private 


apartments of the Jail the crowd started 
to batter down the big iron doors. 
Deputy Sheriff Stone stood In front of 
the prison doors and made a speech. He 
Informed1 the crowfi that Feck had been 
removed from the city to Cleveland. He 
advised them to select a committee and 
•aid he would allow the committed to 
search the Jail. A committee was quickly 
selected and the Jail was searched, every 
cell being examined. 


Satisfied that the negro was not there 


the mob then rushed across the street 
and forced open the doors of the- county 
courthouse, where all the rooms were J 
searched except the treasury depart- 
ment. A start was mad/e to tear off the 
!ron 
doors of the treasury department, 


but this waa abandoned and thousands 
of men and boys rushted back to the city 
prison crying for the blood of Feck. 


Andover, M&SB., Aug. 28.—At a colored 


picnic at Shawsheen grove Wednesday 
a quarrel between George Davenport and 
Edward L. Jafiifer culminated In a duel 
with revolvers, the result of which was 
the death of Davenfnt from a bullet In 
the heart, the an-rest of Janifer on the 
charge of murder, while William Norrls 
received a stray bullet in the leg. As 
both Davenport and Jenifer fired five 
shots at eaehother, there was something 
approaching a panic among the people 
in the grove, and it la surprising that 
others were not hit. 


Both men had been drinking heavily, 


but It is believed that the quarrel waa an 
old one. Friends tried In vain to part 
the men, fearing serious results, but the 
passions of the two raged too high, and 
after calling each other vile names both 
pulled revolvers and began shooting. 
At the fourth shot Davenport was hit in 
the nose and; in the sext he fell to the 
ground with a bullet in his- heart, ex- 
piring- soon after.

Janifer was taken before Judge Poor.

Story of China's Search For the 


Incarnated God.

search of tb« Incarnated goo, Chin* 
would bare been one of the greatest 
Christian nations In the world, and a4 
the present trouble would have been, 
avoided, says Edgar Mela In the Chi- 
cago Record. The story of the search 
for the Incarnated god and its strange 
ending forma one of the most remark- 
able chapters In the history of a re- 
markable people. It i« not merely that 
the China of 1,000 yean ago should 
seek the light, but that In BO doing M 
should miss the object ot that search 
completely and yet stnmMe across a 
new and a better religion—that IB th* 
most remarkable thing. 


In order to properly understand th« 


conditions leading to a search for the 
Incarnated god It will be necessary to 
go a little Into the history of China of 
that day. The Ming dynasty, which 
ruled then, had brongbt China oat of 
a slough of despond Into which It bad 
sunk, because of the terrible corruption 
Into which the precepts of Confucius 
and Lao-Tze bad fallen. These tw« 
great teachers were to China what 
Marcus Aurellus Antoninus was to tha 
Romans. All three taught the value of 
good, the necessity of doing good and 
other precepts based upon the same 
proposition. After the death of the 
Chinese philosophers their teachlngH 
became corrupted until Confucianism 
became another name for ceremonial 
usage, and Lao-Tzelem, under tha 
name of Taoism, a worship of spirits. 


It was then, when China was tha 


most highly civilized nation, when H 
counted gunpowder among Its Inven- 
tions, that the Ming rulers sought to 
find the true religion—something more 
nobie than a worship of spirits or cere- 
monials. 
While still dlscusstug the 


matter rumors spread far and near 
that a new prophet—the Incarnation ot 
the real godr-had appeared In the fat 
west Strange stories were whispered 
beneath the breath of the marvelous. 
power of this new god—how he had 
raised the dead and bad performed 
other miracles. This eventually reached 
the ears of the emperor. Calling the 
literary and scientific men before him 
he demanded to know their opinions. 


After long consultation It was decid- 


ed to send an embassy to the incarnat- 
ed god, with rich offerings, and to astc 
him to come to China to preach the 
true word. SOB. great caravan of rich- 
ly decorated camels was gathered, and 
magnificent offerings loaded upon their 
backs. There were superb sUis, glit- 
tering precious stones, the choicest In- 
cense, magnificent Ivory carvings and 
the finest products of all China. At- 
tended by a huge retinue of coolies and 
servants and soldiers, the embassy, con- 
sisting of China's most learned men, 
started south along the coapi line, for 
In those days It was. not safe to travel 
too far inland. Days and weete the 
caravan traveled. Bach day prayers 
were offered to the incarnate god. On 
went the cavalcade, passing beyond 
the boundaries of China Into the un- 
known land beyond. Everywhere the 
mission went tie word of the search 
was passed, and soon a huge army en- 
tered India. 


Once there the stories of the incar- 


nate god became more circumstantial, 
and with renewed conrqge the em- 
bassadors pressed on. At last southern 
India was reached and a positive clew 
discovered—at least so the embassy 
thought. Yes, the natives had heard

of a great prophet He bad perjormjsd 
) 


miracles and had disappeared la a. ml- , •- 
raculous manner, none knew whither. 
He had lived and was bora on an 
island south of India, across the water, 
which the Chinese dseaded. 


But strong as was the fear of water, 


the desire to accomplish their purpose 
was stronger, and so, In rude boats, 
they set sail for Ceylon. The weather 
favored them, and soon they set foot 
on the Island home of the unknown 
prophet There, where the knowledge 
of his existence was stiil fresh in the 
inlnds of the people, where tbe bo tree, 
or tree of knowledge, where he had 
gained Inspiration, was stUI standing, 
where bis personality was not yet for- 
gotten, the ambassadors gained their 
knowledge of—Buddha. Gautama Sid- 
dartha, the All Wise. 


They had set out to find the Incarnate 


god, Christ, the Saviour, and bad found 
Buddha. To their minds the precepts 
of Buddha offered attractions far su- 
perior to those of Confucius or Lao- 
Tze, 
and so the return journey was 


begun, after leaving the presents and 
offerings at Buddha's shrine at Eusi- 
nara. Then they returned home and 
spread the new creed far and wide. 
Today there are more then 30,<XXXOOO 
Buddhists In China.

Facts About Shanghai, Which 


Is Rich and Riotous.

Association Secretary Robert E. 


Lewis of the International committee 
of Young Men's Christian associations, 
resident at Shanghai, has sent the fol- 
lowing letter to his friends in the 
United States descriptive of Shanghai, 
which he asserts Is "the wealthiest 
and wickedest city In China.* 
The 


situation there la also absorbing British 
attention now oil account of the ques- 
tion of landing troops. 


As Secretary Lewis knows China 


pretty well and is familiar with Celes- 
tial ways and habits, It can be depend- 
ed upon. that he is not far out of the 
way in his statements, says the Chi- 
cago Post 
This missive is dated 


April 28: 


"One feels tho limitations of lan- 


guage when he tries to convey to oc- 
cidentals an adequate picture of an 
eastern city. To say that the com- 
merce of Shanghai very nearly equals 
the commerce of Boston, the second 


_ port In the United States, will give 


some indication of the business of a 
city which has been created during 
the last 50 years. 


"As I rode along the harbor front 


on my wheel this morning there were 
34 steamers and 8 men-of-war at an- 
chor. Though the British flag pre- 
dominated, yet the French, Russian, 
German, Chinese, Austrian, Italian, 
Norwegian. Japanese and American 
were out to -the breeze. I went along 
the four miles of wharfs, and the 
ceaseless activity, the crashing of iron, 
the singsong of the coolies, the rolling 
and tumbling of bales of cotton, hemp, 
cloth, nuts and flour, the clink of tins 
of kerosene and the burly burly of ex- 
cited Chinese passengers almost per- 
suaded one that he was not In the slow 
moving orient. 


"At" the drydoc-ks thousands of ham- 


mers were shaping obstinate iron "into 
graceful ships. I saw passengers met 
at the gangway of steamers by wheel- 
barrows to take their baggage and by 
overgrown baby carts for their own 
conveyance. I saw tall, swarthy Sikh 
policemen keeping order In the midst 
of babel, and then took my course 
among the great offices, warehouses, 
hongs and godowns which crowd the 
city. The conviction was stronger than 
ever that where east and west mingle 
there are ludicrous combinations, in- 
tense struggling for mastery, moun- 
tains of ^merchandise changing hands, 
and, aboVe all, an open door for the 
fiend as well as the saint to enter the 
land. 


"Shanghai has abont 500,000 people 


In the combined native and foreign set- 
tlements. Though there are about as 
many Europeans and Americana In this 
one city, for instance, as reside In all 
Japan, yet Shanghai is largely 'made 
np of Chinese. The population .of the 
foreign settlements Is under th*e rule 
of American, English, German and 
French Institutions. Native merchants, 
bankers, shopkeepers, lltteratl and re- 
tired officials crowd Into this section in 
order to be under foreign jurisdiction. 
They consider it vastly more desirable 
than to live in the native city. Here 
they have macadamized streets, elec- 
tric lights, modern sewerage and wa- 
ter supply, careful policing and are 
saved from much of the pilfering and 
pestering of the mandorinata. 


"Shanghai Is the center of the great 


customs, railway, telegraph and postal 
administrations of the awakened gov- 
ernment, It Is the headquarters as 
well as the asylum for the reformers, 
who will some day cause China to cut 
loose from a dead past. Here ore the 
headquarters of the modern newspa- 
pers; of the great publishing and liter- 
ary societies, of the Bible and mission- 
ary agencies which grapple with na- 
tional problems. This Is the meeting 
place of the national missionary and 
church councils which wrestle with the 
problems of evangelizing a fourth part 
of the world's people. 


"But this model city Is model only on 


the exterior. Wealth has not meant 
righteousness and order has not pro- 
duced purity. 
Its reputation for Im- 


morality Is national. I have been re- 
peatedly told, in the distant interior, 
that Chinese pastors, In narrating the 
prodigal son, do not say that he went 
Into a far country, but that he went 
to Shanghai and there spent his sub- 
stance In riotous living. 


"Shanghai's reputation for wicked- 


ness Is even more widespread than ita 
repute for trade. The scores of Amer- 
ican and Japanese women who are on 
tbe market; the hundreds of Chinese 
women who haunt Poo-crow road and] 
make It Impossible for a decent wo- 
man, to live In that section; the Im- 
mense opium palaces; the rum dl^ea; 
the silk robed wretchedness which pa- 
rades the streets In rubber tired car- 
riages— these are living proofs that tha , 
devil has not lost the art of making 
life a hell. This la no exaggeration; I 
nm writing of what needs no proof, be- 
cause It dally flaunts itself In the pub- 
lic eye. 


"Young men predominate In the 


population of this city. Tena of thou- 
sands are here gaining an education or 
engaged In business whose homes are 
In other lands or other provinces. For 
these men there ia scarcely a social club 
or guild where the Influences are not 
donbtf ul, If not positively bad. Do you 
wonder that such a capital city of 
eln attracts one who wishes to win 
men to God? 
Bpbesns, Corinth and 


Rome, In their heathen wealth and 


to tafce up the secretaryship, 


as a life work. He Is a graduate of 
St John's college and resigned a pro- 
fessorship In the Anglo-Chinese col- 
lege to begin his work. The aasoola-. 
tlon has a bicycle club, a tennis club, 
evening classes, religious meetings, 
Bible classes and Informal lectures. 
All the expenses for furnishing tho 
rooms and for maintenance have been 
provided for In Shanghai. 


"Among the English and Americans, 


an association has been organized on. 
a modern basis, and 100 young men 
Joined as charter members. This ner; 
Anglo-Chinese association Is now ne- 
gotiating for a spacious, well located 
building, the rent and maintenance 
of which have been .-alsed here. This 
-vwork Is so Important and taxing that 
I must shortly have an associate who 
will give all ,hls time to the Anglo- 
Saxon department His salary, as well 
as the expenses connected with the 
association, are guaranteed In advance 
for at least four years. 


"In addition to these associations, we 


have a Chinese student department, 
with 200 members, which has as ita 
field eight attractive colleges and high 
schools. In all we now have in Shang- 
hai 512 association members, with a 
prospect of securing two buildings. 
The co-operation of some of the leading 
citizens has been secured. The British 
and American cou3uls general have 
given their personal and official Influ- 
ence to further tbe plan. A meeting of 
American business men was presided 
over by the American consul general, 
and voted hearty resolutions of Jndorse- 


| ment. The British consul general has 


j been as good as his word, and has done 


everything possible to facilitate the 
plan. A permanent board of directors 
of nine gentlemen, of excellent Chrls- 
| tlan and business standing, has been 


formed to exercise general control over 
all the associations in Shanghai. These 
associations, for racial reasons, must 
be separate in working, but must be 
under a central board and supervision.

"For this beginning we praise God.

Nation's Future Depends on Her 


Present Course In China, 


EAGER FOE FBAI8E OF TEE ALLIES. 


Brown People Ardently De«lr» • 


1 Pla«« Among the World'* Power*. 


Both American and BrltJ«h Officer! 
Thlnlt White Troop* Will Take 
Kindly to the Japoneie SoWler*. 
"This la the day of our real entry Into 


th« comity of civilized nations," said a 
'Japanese to the writer on the day that 
Major General Fukuablma's expedition 
(landed at Taku, "and," he added sol- 
emnly, "the whole future of the coun- 
itry depends on how our Japanese sol- 
jdlers and sailors acquit themselves 
Muring the nert few months while 
jfightlng side by side with the white 
troops."

A -MARVELOUS BATTERY. 


Ohio Man'» Electrical Invention That 


May Revolutionize Industry. 


A young student of electricity near 


Eaton, O., has Just secured a patent on 
a form of primary battery that looks as 
If It were destined to wipe out every 
power house and electric light plant in 
the countiy, says the Chicago Inter 
Ocean. He has succeeded In producing 
a battery whici will give a steady cur- 
rent of 12 volts per square cell at about 
50 amperes. 


Unlike any other primary cell, It 


keeps up a constant current nntil ex- 
hausted. Eight quart cells will run a 
two horsepower motor ten hours at an 
expense of 10 cents. 
Ten cells, will 


burn twelve 32 candle power lamps ten 
hours. The cell differs from any other 
form in that the exciting fluid Is drop- 
ped Into the cell at the rate of one drop 
ft minute while the battery remains In 
use. Its cheapness of maintenance and 
great power will cause Its universal 
adoption on power lines. Almost every 
house and business place will have Its 
own lighting plant and power for run- 
ning sewing machines, fans, etc. 


The highest voltage now obtained 


from the best form of primary battery 
Is nearly 'two volts to a gallon cell and 
then only for a few minutes, as the 
current rapidly runs down.

'of the most exacting European mar- 
tinets. It was a very different matter 
that troubled him. It was the ques- 
tion of racial antipathy. Might not the 
•white soldiers conceive the same dis- 
like for their brown comrades that the 
white laborers In Seattle and British 
Columbia conceive for the Japanese la- 
borers, that most British and American 
eea captains who have a Japanese crew 
under them conceive for the latter? 


In case such a dislike sprang up there 


•was an end once and for all to Japan's 
[dreams of being the Britain of the 
orient. American and English officers 
twould find themselves entertaining an 
unconquerable repugnance to being 
commanded by a Japanese or even 
working on equal terms alongside of 
him. American and English soldiers 
and sailors would drift without any 
.volition of their own, but simply In ac- 
cordance with some mysterious law of 
nature, Into the camp of the Russian or 
the Frenchman in preference to that of 
toe Japanese and would side with the 
wbjte man, whatever his nationality, 
against the brown. The same thing 
would happen later on to the English 
and American people, the only friends 
Japan has any possibility of ever ally- 
ing herself with. 


That the Japanese government and 


the Japanese military authorities were 
Intensely alive to this aspect of the 
question Is shown by the tenor of the 
dispatches that have so far reached the 
war office here, dispatches In which 
are met at every turn that naivete and 
unconsciousness of giving offense by 
appearing In purls naturallbus, which 
Is such a delightful trait In the Jap- 
anese character. 


"The nitnbleness and courage with 


which our men behaved," says Rear 
Admiral Dewa, "excited the praise 
and admiration of the rest of the allied 
forces." "Lieutenant Shiraishl's brav- 
ery In entering the fort first," says 
Captain Nagamine, "Is saiij to have at- 
tracted the special notice of the allied 
forces, many of whom afterward ask- 
ed" for his name." "A portfcn of our 
'detachment left for Tlen-tsln l>y train

Major General Fuliushima 


seems to the ordinary reader to pay 
too much attention to the unpleasant 
duty of trying to see his men as others 
see them. Nothing seems so pathetic 
as the way In which this brilliant 
commander, who Is a master of fine 
language and a polished gentleman, 
speaks again and again of how his men 
arp regarded by the troops of the other 
powers. 


The casual reader might be Inclined 


to Imagine from this that the Japanese 
are always on thu lookout for praiso. 
To the writer It speaks of a people who 
know that they are a groat exception; 
that they are the only brown people 
•who have In modem times played* a 
great part on the world's stage; that 
they are the only Asiatics who can meet 
the European and American on equal 
terms; that tbcy are the only non- 
Christian people who are not either 
dying or dead. And, seeing that they 
nre exceptional In so many different 
ways Is It ouy wonder that sometimes 
they nrc Inclined In their hearts to 
doubt themselves, and that tbcy con- 
sequently watch theraaolves at present 
with what seems to the ordinary 
occidental to be nothing but morbid 
v<\f scrutiny? -

aiTthat iTcan learn the critical 


period Is, however, past The Japan- 
ese soldier baa been tried and found 
not wanting. 1 shall not speak of bis 
more than gallant conduct at the tak- 
ing of the Taku forts. That was only 
another p?»>of of his bravery where no 
proof was required. The more Impor- 
tant part of tbe test was to come after- 
ward, when the Japanese Tommy 
mixed with the European and Amer- 
ican Tommies In tbe trench, at meals, 
on festive occasions. 
Here, again, 


however, the little Jap came off suc- 
cessful, for, ftyDm all tbe account* that 
have reached here so far, It is evident 
that he Is on tbe best of terms not only 
with tbe English and American, but 
with the Indians and tbe soldiers of all 
nationalities. 


Nor is the officer of tbe little Jap 


private unworthy by any means to as- 
sociate with his European or American 
brother-in-arms. 
Major General Fu- 


kushlma, for instance, Is well acquaint- 
ed wltb English, French, Russian, Ger- 
man and Chinese, and this, combined 
with his savolr falre and dash and love 
of athletics, ought to make him a gen- 
eral favorite In the camp of the allies. 


The subject Is of such Importance, 


however, that I consulted Colonel 
Churchill, the British military attache 
he*e, before closing this letter. 
The 


colonel is better able, perhaps, than 
any other man in Tokyo to tell how the 
Japanese and British will get along to- 
gether in north China. He was very 
confident about Tommy Atkins becom- 
ing friendly with the little soldier from 
the land of the rising sun. He ground- 
ed his confidence on the fact, which Is 
sometimes overlooked by those foreign 
critics who talk about British soldiers 
having deteriorated by fighting wltb 
colored races, that tbe British officer 
and tbe British soldier possess the lit- 
tle appreciated but almost incalculably 
.valuable quality of being accustomed 
to fight on terms of equality with 
orientals. 


Colonel Buck, the American minister, 


whom I also nonsuited, was very em- 
phatic in expressing his opinion that 
the American and Japanese would get 
on well together. 


"Why shouldn't they?" be cried, 


somewhat angry, I Imagine, at my hav- 
ing come to ask such a question. "Our 
men got on well with the negro troops, 
and I don't see why they could not get 
on well with tbe Japanese, who is not 
only superior In every way to the ne- 
gro, but perfectly the equal of the 
European himself. 
"We receive Japa- 


nese officers at our naval schools," con- 
tinued the colonel, "and we find them 
excellent—excellent 
Our officers will 


find It a pleasure to work alongside ' 
Japanese officers. 
Our soldiers will ' 


like the Japanese soldiers, and all will j 
go well. But, mind you," he conclud- 
( 


ed, "the Japanese are working well, 
not only wltb tbe Americans and tbe 
British, but with all nationalities. It 
Is a beautiful spectacle!" 


The colonel is In fact highly optimis- 


tic and thinks that all through the 
present crisis Japan bos done the 
proper thing. "We Americans," he re- 
neated more than once, "must be ever 
grateful to the Japanese for the way 
they are going, with no ulterior ends in 
view, to the rescue of our missionaries 
and our minister."

This will bf dene within r. short time 
and Postmaster Darby was instructed 
to send word to the department as to 
how many of the new sacks the local 
office will require. The present mall 
sacks \ot largest size;, weighing 14 
pounds or so are expensive things to 
carry, especially when they contain 
only two or three nounds of mail mat- 
ter. 
It costs the government $25 to 


parry a mail sack a year, for each mile 
that It travels, a.nd the economy of 
substituting lighter sacks Js evident. 


Another rule to reduce weiglit that 


has been put into force is that sacks 
for second-class mall matter shall be 
discontinued, when there are less than 
15 Dleces of mall to each sack, and 
works to the disadvantage of news- 
paper publlshers. 


This means that when there is tmtv 


a. small amount of second class matter 
to go in a certain sack it shall be held 
ovor, or else sent in a sack to somfi 
larger city near the destination, from 
which it will 
be 
forwarded- These 


changes are expected to save many 
thousands of dollars a year. 


NO SEWERS; GALLED INTO COURT 


Board of Health Brings Disputed Ques- 


tion to a Head 


The question of sewers for Summit 


and Harrison avenues was brought to 
a more acute stage this mottling1, when 
seven residents of those streets were 
summoned into court to answer chare- 
es of violating orders of the board of 
health in maintaining nuisances. All 
pleaded not guilty, and the cases were 
continued for two weeks. 


This is the outcome <xf a discussion 


that has •occupied the attention of the 
board of health and city council at 
times for the last year or so, and" the 
residents of the streets named, who 
have been complaining1 that nothing 
could be done for them, were some- 
what surprise at this action on the 
part of the board of health. The board 
of health h,as ordered once that the 
sewers be built, while the city officials 
have maintained that It was Impos- 
sible to do so under present clrcum- 
stancea This decision was followed by 
long conferences between the board of 
health and the residents of the streets, 
to see what could be "done. 
Finally, 


the board of health ordered the resi- 
dents to abate nuisances now said to 
exist, by building1 vaults and cesspools. 
Failure to do thus was the cause of 
the summons into court. 


The disposition of the cases Is some- 


thing1 of a Question, and It is possible 
that they will result in further confer- 
ences with the board of health. It ig 
a question In which the board of health, 
and the city officials are not as one, 
and this action of the board was about 
as much of a sunwise to some of tha 
city officials as It wao to the residents.

CAN SPRINKLE LAWNS AGAIN 


Order Restricting Use of City Water 


Rescinded Today 


The water in the notch reservoir to- 


day stood at 46% feet, and Broad Brook 
is still supplying all of the city Ex- 
cept the high pressure eervica. In. view 
of the fact that September is only a 
little over a week off, and that the 
period <tf possible drouth is nearly 
passed, it has been decided that It is 
no longer necssary to attempt to en- 
force the rule in regard to the use of 
water on lawns. The order is there- 
fore rescinded today, and citizens who 
wish may sprinkle their lawns or use 
water to wash windows at any hour 
of the day, or to wash sidewalks sub- 
ject to the regulations of the ordin- 
ances. ' 


This order has been in force since 


July 20 and was issued when the water 
in the reservoir was rapidly growing 
lower, and when Broad Brook was 
nearly dry. 


The level of water in the reservoir is 


today 16 feet hlg-her than it was last 
year, and six inches higher than. It was 
two years a&o at this time. Last year 
the water went down gradually until 
when it reached a level of 22 feet on 
September 12, the Ashland street Dump 
was started. The lowest point reached 
last year was 19 feet on September "21. 


Although a very dry fall mislit cause 


trouble here, there seems to be little 
prospect of It. The reservoir Is full 
at 49 feet, and the supply is therefore 
only 2% feet short of the largest pos- 
sible.

Precautions Taken to Protect Roynl 


Families From Anarchist*. 


Precautions for the safety of the 


Prince of Wales during hla stay In 
Homburg, where he recently arrived, 
include the Inauguration of a new sys- 
tem for the protection of royalty from 
the attacks of anarchists, says tie Lon- 
don correspondent of the New York 
World. Under this system every mem- 
ber of a royal family traveling out of 
his own country baa the services of a 
detective Cram each European bureau 
whose special qualification Is his In- 
timate acquaintance with dangerous 
anarchists. 


These foreign detectives, 14 In num- 


ber, arrived at Homburg a week before 
the Prince of Wales was expected, In 
order that a thorough preliminary In- 
vestigation might be made and all 
necessary precautions taken to Insure 
his safety. 


The prince was also accompanied 


upon his arrival by six special service 
men from Scotland Yard, who will 
guard him during his stay at Homburg.

English detectives and six from other 
European countries—as the town la 
small and It is easy to keep track of 
suspects.

~ TNGALLS AT COLLEGE 


Ift Williams Graduate'* Story of How

"The late John J. Ingalls never show-

tice Smyth of New York. 


Supreme Cor^t Justice Frederick 


Smyth of New York city, who died 
recently at Atlantic City, N. J., will 
always be remembered as Recorder 
Bmyth. 
He was a stern man and 


feared by the evildoer, says the New 
York World. 
His sentences 
were 


severe where Jw.' believed the offender 
deserved them,' and ^counsel generally 
preferred some other trial Judge. 


Recorder Smyth's prisoners trembled 


before him, but he ivas a man In whom 
Justice and mercy struggled. 
He told 


once how he felt when he first sen- 
tenced a man to death. He said: 


"The first time I sentenced a man to 


death was many years ago. The fellow 
was undoubtoflly-'Siiilty. •_. His crime 
was particularly tinital. He had killed 
his wife, and there were no extenuating 
circumstances. The time came when I 
was to pronounce sentence. 
I conld 


not get the dreadful thought that I 
would have to name a day for his 
execution out of my head. 


"I thought of nothing else. I could 


not eat nor sleep, and when I went on 
the bench on the fateful day and the 
culprit was arraigned before me my 
throat waa dry-and my tongue was 
parched. 
My limbs trembled. 
Cold 


sweat came from • every pore of my 
body. I was dumb with fear and the 
knowledge of my awful responsibility. 
My experience was worse than death. 
I suffered more thaa the guilty mur- 
derer beforp me, and the memory of 
that terrible day haunts me always." 


He was grimly humorous. An affa- 


ble young man stepped up to him on 
Broadway and said: 


"How d'ye do? How are the old 


folks at home?" 


"Young man," said th» recorder, 


"when you come up before me I'll give 
you five years." There was a hurried 
departure on the part of the young 
man. 


He often stopped In the street to 


speak to a former convict whom ho 
recognized, ask him whet he was doing, 
and, If the case warranted, would give 
him a $5 or a $10 bill. 


"What's your trade?" asked the re- 


corder of a man who pleaded guilty to 
holding up a man on the Bowery. 


"I'm an oyster opener," woa the re- 


ply. 


"Well, I'll send you where you won't 


see oysters for some time. Four years 
and six months." 


Recorder Smyth never used snuff, al- 


though many supposed he did. 
He 


Bnnfled camphor and salts, however. 
"If I didn't I would bave to get out of 
the courtroom," he said. 


Recorder and, later, Judge Smyth, 


had very few of his decisions over- 
turned by the court of appeals, so 
few, Indeed, that after awhile counsel 
for prisoners felt It hopeless to ques- 
tion his judicial sense. 
He used no 


caution as a protection against frenzied 
criminals or cranks, and he was always 
at home to callprs.

"Nothing new from Plttsfleld" Is the 


only answer that comes today to the 
question that Is still being asked on 
every hand. Hoi>e has practically been 
given up of securing: the murd-ftr-ars of 
Miss Fosbure; in the city or region, of 
Plttsfleld although the guards about 
the city are still maintained. 


Yesterday afternoon all the hoboes

The story from Worcester printed

Worcester Saw Tliree men 


Worcester police are confident that 


the three murderers were seen in that 
city Tueday night, and that they dis- 
appeared most mysteriously.

think there is no doubt that tha men 
seen were .the Plttsfle-ld murderers. 


At a. little after 10 o'clock tfte police 


were notified that three men, believed 
to be the outlaws, had been, seen to 
jump a freight train reaching Worces- 
ter over the Boston and Albany rail- 
road at 10 o'clock. The man. left1 the 
train at the Plymouth street crossing, 
having been frightened away by the 
trainmen. They skulked, about in the 
dark, but were seen by a number of 
persons, among them Sr>eclal Officer 
Deady, as the-*' worked their way cau- 
tiously toward the Union station.

Local Boy In the Army Describes Fight 


With Filipinos 


Octave W. Barber of West Main 


street has rr-celved from A. Bryant, a 
member of the 43d regiment n'ow In the 
Philippines a letter giving a deicnptlon 
of a fight with natives which is of in- 
terest. The letter is as follows. 
A detachment of 100 men took a march 
from La'cang to Pambojan on1 the isle 
of Bamar. Started at 5.30 in the morn- 
Ing, arriving at Pambajan at 11 a. m., 
we saw a few Insurgents In the town. 
We killed 3 or 4 and at& our dinlner. At 
2 p. m., we started back to La'cang, 
and 'on our way back killed 3 or 4 on 
the road. As we were about 4 miles 
from La'cang the advance guard which 
was in charge of Lieutenant Seaman 
was attacked and fired on). He re- 
turned the flr& and killed about 10 In 
about 10 seconds. The whole company 
was with him. 
Major Gilmore had 


charge of the company. He gave or- 
ders to stop firing, and we did. 


Major 
and 
four of us scouted in 


through the Jungles. Inl the meantime 
the advance guard with Lieutenant 
Seaman fought as hard as they ooulc^ 
and the best they knew how. After 
Major Gilmore and we four came out 
of the Jungles we got charged on by 50 
or more Bolo meri and some rifle men, 
but we soon got the best of them and 
killed the most, and we also captured 
all the bolos they had, and-a few guns 
and pistols'. Only one of our men was 
out in the leg, and he will be all right 
in a few days. 


The company was made up of 50 merJ 


of Company F, 43d regiment. Everybody 
says the insurgents have no flehtinig 
sand In them, but do not belieive It, be- 
cause they have lots of it, more s'a than 
we have ours-e-lvea. If they didn't they 
would not make a charge against 100 
rifles arid 75 Bolos (Big1 Knives). Some 
of these men were shot four or five 
times and then they would make an 
attempt to stab UB with their b'olos. 


After we got back to La'cang,-the 


whole company gave the major three 
good cheers, and he gave us all a g'ood 
recommendation for keeping cool and 
not gettinlg excited. He said he was 
proud to command such a good regi- 
ment. We never felt so good in our 
lives as we did after that fight, which 
was a real hot one.

A party representing this firm pre- 


sents himself to the unsuspecting- doc- 
tor, who Is busy with, his practice. A 
long1 document is procured and the doc- 
tor is kindly asked as to whether this 
company can collect certain debts for 
him, less a commission of 2 percent, 
and 50 if the case is taken.
